b. Stated that in view of the coordinated DDP Staff set-up, coupled with 
the strengthening of high-level (PSB) arrangements for project approval, it 
was no longer necessary to have within CIA the separate project review commit- 
tee which he had formerly considered desirable. He noted particularly the 
extreme difficulty of obtaining additional high quality personnel which 
would be required to ™n an effective internal project review committee. 

The Director sketched the procedure by which cold-war projects would be 
handled under the new arrangement, stressing that this applied only to cold 
war or HZIIltype" projects: Under DDP, the Special Review ( "Murder "j.
